Fighting at Port Arthur. 


CHIFU telegram to the Standard states 
on the authority of a Russian who has 
arrived at that port that on the 6th the 
Russians reoceupied a position about five 

miles ‘east of Port Arthur. ‘The Japanese had 
placed a battery on the top of the hill. ~The 
| Russians advanced against it, but were-checked 
.|by the heavy fire. However, the cruiser Novik 
"| and the gun-boats Giligk, Bóbr, Gremiastchy, and 
Otvajny, sent out from Port Arthur, bombarded 
the position from the sea, under cover of the 
guus of the Golden Hill forts, and the Japanese 
were forced to retire, the Russians capturing 
the battery. The Russian losses were statéd to 
be 135 killed and wounded. The Shanghai 
correspondent of the Morning Post states that the 
Russians at Port Arthur are.reported to have 
made a sortie on the eastern side of the fortress, 
and to have captured three guns and eighty 
men. From a Tokio telegram to-the Daily Mail 
it is gathered that the Japanese on July 4 
took Lung-Wangtang, with. the assistance of 
Japanese war-vessels, and captured eight guns. 
The Standard learns from Shanghai that on 
7 Saturday the Port Arthur fleet issued from the 
rondstend, exchanged shots with the Japanese 
guard-ships, and then returned to harbour. 
Battle-Ships Reported Destroyed. 

An Agenzia Libera (Rome) telegram from Chifu 
says that Ciung-tao, the key tothe defences of 
Port Arthur, has been taken by the Japauese, and 
that fighting is now going on hlong-the chain of 
bills between Ciung-tao and , Port Arthur itself.

historie articles belonging to.the Lords Commissioners of 
the Admiralty. The robbery, it may be recalled, was 
committed on Dec. 8 or 9, 1900, when two cases in 
the Painted Hall were forced open and a number of 
Nelson and Admiral Louis relics stolen; No clue 
as to the thief or thieves was obtained until a fort- 
night ago. when the seaman Carter called at New 
Scotland Yard, and, it is said, stated that he was the 
writer of ود‎ certain letter sent to the detectives from the 
Sailors’ Home, Melbourne. He was thereupon arrested. 
“From information received," Detective-Inspeetor Arrow 
pe a visit to Custom House Railway Station on Monday 
ast week. The stationmaster handed to him a Gladstone 
uag which had been left there. In the bag were music- 
books marked '* Carter” and a concertina. Upon the top 
of this instrument being removed, a watch-case containing 
a seal was discovered.

A Durham Councillor Murdered.—On Saturday 
afternoon last Mr. Charles Lo a partner in à Durham 
firm of marble masons, and a member of the City Council, 
was found [ unconscious in one of his workshops. The 
base of his skull was fractured, and near him was a pool of 
blood. He died soon after admission to the hospital, with- 
ont having regained consciousness, A youth named Robert 
Jobn Allen, aged nineteen, was arrested on suspicion 
of having committed the crime. Allen was an employé of 
Mr. Lowes, and a dispute as to lost time seems to have led 
up to the terrible deed. Prisoner made a statement to the 
police confessing his t. After relating the details of 
the dispute between him and his employer, Allen went on 
to say: '* He came out of the office to put me out of the 
place and got hold of me by the shoulders, and I pushed 
him out of the road. He got hold of the iron bar from off 
the lathe to hit me with, I dropped a steel tool on his 
toes, and he drop) the iron bar. I picked it up, and 
he got hold of me. I fell, and he got the iron bar again, 
He struck at me, and I ducked—and got the bar—and we 
had a struggle. In the struggle, he fell, and I gave bim a 
bat with the bar on the hand. He wus going to bang me 
with the bar, but I got it from him. and gave him two or 
three bats with it on the head. He fell, and I left him 
there and came home." When formally charged with the 
murder on Monday, prisoner replied, ** It is all I can be 
charged with. I have meant it for some time," He was 
remanded, 


Fxtraordinary Murder Confession. — At an 
inquest held on Margaret Chisholm, the wife of a Seaham 
Harbour collier, George Breeze, who is in custody on 
the charge of murdering ler, said in answer to the 
coroner, “I am : uilty, and ready to die to-morrow.” 
Remarkable. confessions by Breeze, who lodged with 
the dead woman and her husband, were read. Tie 
confession handed by him to the police began: “I, the 
nndersigned, confess that I killed Meg Ashworth, lega ly 
Mrs. Chisholm, in a fit of mad passion, driven to desperation 
by her handsome face." Breeze described to Superintendent 
Waller how he committed the crime. ‘*She told me,” he 
said, “that her husband said he was jealous of us two, and 
that she wished she was dend. I said. ‘There would be no 
harm in my killing you,’ She suid, ‘I don't care, I don’t 
think you would. You have not the heart.’ I then 
strangled her. I am sorry for her, but I would not have 
done it if I had thought of the seriousness of it," A 
verdict of Wilful Murder was returned against Breeze, 
and he was committed to the Assizes for trial. 


Jury Dis gree in Clones Murder Case.—At 
Monaghan Assizes the second trial of Joseph Fee for the 
muidey of John Flanagan, at Clones, ended in the jury 
disagreeing on their verdict. ‘The Judge was incredulous 
when the foreman of the jury intimated the faet. His Lord- 
ship asked the jury to go back, but they replied that there 
was no use in doing so. They were accordingly discharged. 
On the application of the Crown the case was ordered for 
retrial at the Winter Assizes in Belfast, It is considered 
probable, however, that the same course will be adopted as 
in the Peasenhall case, and that Fee will be given his 
freedom. 


"wo Condemned Persons Reprieved. —Tho 
Home Office has notified that reprieves Lave been granted 
to Henry William Coop:r and Susan Maria Grace Challis, 
both of whom had been sentenced to death. Cooper, who 
was a ship's fireman, was convicted of the murder of 
Margaret Holmes at Canning Town. When he was tried 
at the Old Bailey, the defence raised was that the woman, 
known to be of a violent disposition, had done away with 
herself. The jury, however, rejected the view und con- 
demned him. Susan Challis, who isa girl of seventeen, was 
convicted of killing her newly born child at Strood. At her 
trial if was stated that the father of the child only walked 
out with the prisoner four or five times, and then aban- 
doned ber. The: Judge commented on the conduct of this 
man, and said he should strongly support the jury’s 
recommendation to mercy,

The Pentstemon. 

HIS is a most useful and ornamentai hardy peren- 
nial. For mixed borders, rock-gardens, or for 
massing in beds it has few rivals. There is among 
the varieties a wonderful range of colour, from 
pure white, through the different shades of rose, 

lilac, scarlet, crimson, and purple, with beautifully pen- 
cilled throats, They should be sown in a steady heat, in 
February or March in boxes or pans. . The show next 
month at Orpington, where Messrs. Dobbie grow most of 
their seed, will be something to remember. Aiready the 
spikes of bloom, two to three feet in length, are giving 
great promise. The blooms are large circular corollas, in 
shape like that of a gloxinia. 

Poultry-Breeding: The Selection of Stock. 

In order to obtain large-sized and well-made birds it is 
necessary at first to have recourse to a cock irreproachable | 
in shape, plumage, and carriage. It is not at all essential 
that it should be of colossal dimensions, although it is 
more desirable that it should be large than small. 
Ease of .movement is also an important point, and 
large-sized cocks are too often defective in this respect. 
When one comes across a cock uniting all these qualities, 
one puts bim with the largest hens that can be found, but 
not in-bred to him. This union is sure to produce mag- 
nificent specimens, combining size, elegance, and beauty of 
shape. It goes without saying that all the subjects will not 
be equally successful, but, by choosing the best of them, 
and giving them from an early age all the necessary atten- 
tion for facilitating their growth in the way of good nourish- 
ment and preservation of health, one should obtain 
absolutely remarkable fowls. It may be said that as a 
general rule for obtaining large breeds it is sufficient to 
give a vigorous and well-made cock to as large hens as | 

ossible.

Geese. 


Tt takes from thirty to thirty-one days to hatch geese 
eggs. From the time that they come out of the shell 
goslings do not require much attention, as they are very 
hardy. At first they scarcely touch anything given to 
them, but just suck tender blades of grass. A small 
quantity of oatmeal thrown into a shallow drinking- 
vessel of pond-water will be all that they need have during 
the first week ; food may also be supplied. If cooped at 
nll, the mother can be safely turned loose after ten days, 
ani the rapid growth of the young stock will soon assure 
their owners {of their health and contentment. If gos- 
lings get a good start, they will not ‘look. behind 
then." The only dangers they require to be sheltered 

f om are heavy rains and a damp floor. On no account‏ ا 
PENTSTEMON, should the youngsters be allowed to go into water for‏ 
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some days after they are hatched, or into long, wet grass. 
Growing goslings should have a meal of soft food in 
the morning, and of oats, wheat, or barley at night; 
the old birds will be quite content with the latter, save in 
severe weather. This, of course, is supposing them to have 
a good grass range, as it is hardly possible to breed geese 
profitably otherwise; it is their natural baby’s food. I 
would strongly dissuade anyone from keeping geese with- 
out a free run, for the amount of green food they consume 
is surprising. Ina confined poultry-yard they are miserable 
and generally troublesome. Debarred from their natural 
food, they become greedy and chase the fowls about. In 
winter geese will do well in a farmyard or on a nicely 
shelti paddock. They require æ roomy shed in which to 
sleep at nights, and the floor could be covered in places 
with straw. 
An Apiary Note. 

A section crate, such as is inquired about by my Belford 
correspondent, is ensily obtainable.
